GENERAL  REGULATIONS 


By  order  of  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  the  seasons,  limits,  and  regulations 
listed  hereon  shall  govern  the  1977  deer,  elk,  bear,  and  mountain  lion  hunting  seasons.

ANTLERED  BUCK 

An  antlered  buck  is  defined  as  a  male  deer  with  antlers  which  are  not  less  than  four  (4) 
inches  in  length,  measured  from  the  top  of  the  skull. 

CAUSER 

There  are  no  caliber  limitations.  It  is  prohibited  to  use  any  poisonous,  explosive,  or 
deleterious  substances  on  or  in  any  arrowhead,  bullet  or  projectile.  It  is  prohibited  to  use  a 
shotgun  to  shoot  deer  except  with  loads  of  0  buck,  00  buck  or  single  ball  loads. 

CHECKING  STATIONS 

Hunters  and  fishermen  are  required  to  stop  at  checking  stations  on  their  routes  of  travel 
to  and  from  hunting  and  fishing  areas. 

CLOSED  AREAS 

The  entire  state  shall  be  closed  to  the  hunting  of  all  big  game  animals  except  as  otherwise 
specified  under  the  regulations  of  the  Commission.  Any  season  may  be  closed  or  reopened 
on  48  hours'  notice.  In  hunting  districts  140,  240,  250,  261,  270,  424,  and  442  seasons  may  be 
closed  on  12  hours'  notice.  All  State  Game  Preserves  are  closed  to  hunting.  State  parks, 
recreation  areas,  and  Commission  closed  areas  are  to  be  open  or  closed  as  posted  or  as 
otherwise  provided  by  regulations  of  the  Commission. 

EVIDENCE  OF  SEX  AND  AGE 

Hunters  taking  big  game  animals  in  other  than  either-sex  seasons  must  leave  evidence  of 
sex  attached  to  carcass  or  portion  thereof.  In  addition,  hunters  taking  elk  during  antlered 
bull  seasons  only  or  deer  during  antlered  buck  seasons  only  must  be  able  to  show  on  demand 
for  inspection  the  complete  head  and  antlers. 

GAME  LIMITS 

Deer—The  limit  shall  be  one  (1)  deer  per  person  per  license  year  whether  taken  by  archery 
or  firearms. 

Elk— The  limit  shall  be  one  (1)  elk  per  person  per  license  year  whether  the  same  is  taken  by 
archery  or  firearm. 

Black  Bear— The  limit  shall  be  one  (1)  black  bear  (including  color  phases  of  black  bear)  per 
person  per  license  year. 

Grizzly  Bear— The  limit  shall  be  one  (1)  grizzly  bear  per  person  per  license  year. 
Mountain  Lion— The  limit  shall  be  one  (1)  mountain  lion  per  person  per  license  year.  (See 
Mountain  Lion  under  general  regulations.) 

GAME  TAGS 

When  you  have  killed  your  game  animal  cut  out  the  proper  month  and  day  from  the 
carcass  tag  and  immediately  attach  it  to  the  carcass  so  it  remains  visible  at  all  times. 

HUNTING  HOURS 

The  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission  has  adopted  and  published  sunrise-sunset 
tables  for  determining  hunting  hours  by  zones  within  the  state  (see  MAC  12-2.10  (2) -S1050) . 
These  tables  are  based  on  Mountain  Standard  Time.  During  any  period  that  Daylight  Saving 
Time  is  in  effect,  one  (1)  hour  should  be  added  to  time  indicated  in  the  tables  in  order  to 
determine  proper  hunting  hours. 

Authorized  periods  shall  be  from  one-half  (V2)  hour  before  sunrise  until  one-half  (V2)  hour 
after  sunset  each  day  of  the  hunting  season. 

HUNTING  DISTRICTS 

The  state  has  been  divided  into  legally  described  hunting  districts  designated  by  num¬ 
bers,  wherein  the  limits,  season  dates,  species  and  sex  of  game  animals  which  may  be  taken 
are  specified.  These  districts  are  as  shown  on  the  map  published  by  the  Department  of  Fish 
and  Game  for  "Deer,  Elk,  Bear,  and  Mountain  Lion  Hunting  Regulations"  and  are  more 
particularly  described  in  that  document  entitled  "Legal  Descriptions"  folded  in  with  said 
map. 

IT  IS  UNLAWFUL: 

to  waste  any  part  of  game  animal  suitable  for  food  excepting  bears  and  mountain  lions; 
to  hunt  or  take  any  game  animal  without  having  a  valid  license  on  your  person; 
while  hunting  game  to  act  in  a  negligent  manner  or  knowingly  fail  to  give  all  reasonable 
assistance  to  any  person  whom  you  have  injured; 

to  transfer  your  license  or  use  any  license  tag  issued  to  another  person; 
to  shoot  game  animals  on  or  from  any  public  highway; 
to  shoot  a  game  animal  for  someone  else's  tag; 

to  shoot  or  attempt  to  shoot  game  animals  with  the  aid  of  artificial  light; 
to  shoot  game  animals  or  birds  from  an  automobile  or  other  self-propelled  vehicle; 
for  persons  under  twelve  (12)  years  of  age  to  purchase  hunting  licenses  and  hunt  game; 
to  use  firearms  in  any  manner  in  the  hunting  and  or  killing  of  any  game  animal  during  an 
archery  season; 

to  hunt  game  animals  or  game  birds  or  to  carry  or  discharge  firearms  or  create  any  other 
unlawful  disturbance  in  any  legislative  or  Fish  and  Game  Commission  created  game 
preserve; 

to  hire  or  retain  any  unlicensed  outfitter  or  guide; 

to  purchase  more  than  one  of  the  same  kind  of  game  license  during  one  license  year; 
to  cast  a  spotlight  from  a  motor  vehicle  when  in  possession  of  a  firearm  or  other  im¬ 
plement  capable  of  killing  wildlife  or  domestic  animals  (landowner  exception); 

to  use  a  self-propelled  vehicle  to  concentrate,  drive,  rally,  stir  up  or  harass  game,  or  fur¬ 
bearing  animals. 

With  the  exception  of  archers  during  special  archery  seasons,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  hunt  big  game  animals  or  to  accompany  any  hunter  as  an  outfitter  or  guide 
without  wearing  exterior  garments  above  the  waist  totaling  not  less  than  four  hundred  (400) 
square  inches  of  hunter  orange  material,  visible  at  all  times  while  hunting. 

Unless  you  have  permission,  it  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment  or 
both  to  hunt  on  the  enclosed  land  of  another  or  to  destroy  any  fence  or  other  enclosure  for  the 
purpose  of  entering  on  the  land  of  another. 

A  person  convicted  of  littering  while  hunting,  fishing,  camping  or  trapping  shall  forfeit  his 
license  or  privileges  to  hunt,  fish,  camp  or  trap  within  Montana  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

VEHICLE  TRAVEL  RESTRICTIONS 

Hunters  must  not  drive  off  established  roads  or  trails  except  to  get  big  game  carcasses 
that  would  otherwise  be  difficult  to  retrieve,  in  which  case  a  motor-driven  vehicle  may  be 
used  to  retrieve  the  carcasses,  except  in  areas  where  more  restrictive  regulations  apply  or 
where  the  landowner  has  not  granted  such  permission.  Vehicles  retrieving  game  must  take 
the  shortest  possible  routes  to  and  from  established  roads  or  trails. 

Ask  Permission 

Montana  law  requires  that  hunters  must  have  obtained  permission  of  the  landowners, 
lessees  or  their  agents  before  hunting  big  game  animals  on  private  property. 

Penalty:  Up  to  $500.00  fine  or  up  to  6  months  in  the  county  |ail  or  both  and  in  addition  may 
forfeit  the  license  and  privilege  to  hunt,  fish,  or  trap  within  this  state.

With  the  exceptions  hereinafter  provided,  all  hunting  districts  with 
an  open  elk  season  shall  be  open  to  archery  hunting  from  September  10 
through  October  16, 1977,  for  either-sex  elk. 


EXCEPTION  1:  There  shall  be  no  special  archery  sea¬ 
son  for  elk  hunting  district  316. 

EXCEPTION  2:  Deer  hunting  district  411  shall  be 
open  for  elk  archery  only  from  September  10  through 
October  16,  1977. 


It  shall  be  unlawful  for  archers  to  use  any  livestock  to 
kill,  take,  attempt  to  take,  or  harass  elk  during  the  elk 
archery  season.  This  shall  not  prohibit  the  use  of 
livestock  to  get  to  the  hunting  area  or  to  remove  downed 
game  animals.

Applications  for  special  elk  permits  must  be  made  on  forms 
provided  by  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game.  The  forms  are 
available  from  license  agents  and  department  offices. 
Applications  must  be  mailed  to  the  Department  of  Fish  and 
Game,  Helena,  Montana,  and  postmarked  no  later  than  July  1, 
1977.  Drawings  will  be  conducted  in  Helena  during  August. 
Hunters  may  also  apply  in  person  for  elk  permits  in  hunting 
districts  410,  621, 622,  and  631.  Applicants  may  register  in  person 
at  the  following  sites  on  June  18,  19:  Malta-hunting  districts  410, 
621,  8,  622;  Glasgow-hunting  district  631. 


It  is  unlawful  to  submit  more  than  one  application  for  a  special 
elk  permit. 

Applicants  may  apply  in  pairs  for  districts  310  and  313.  Special 
elk  permits  issued  for  hunting  districts  418,  445  ,  448,  and  455  and 


for  the  late  hunting  season  in  portions  of  310,  360,  and  a  portion  of 
313  will  not  be  valid  for  the  entire  hunting  season  but  only  for 
specified  time  periods. 

REFUNDS  FOR  ELK  LICENSES 

Residents  who  apply  for  special  elk  permits  in  the  following 
districts,  but  are  unsuccessful  in  the  drawings,  may  be  refunded 
the  cost  of  their  elk  licenses.  If  you  wish  a  refund  in  the  event 
you  do  not  draw  a  permit,  include  your  current  elk  tag  with  the 
application  for  a  permit.  Do  not  Include  your  tag  unless  you 
want  a  refund. 

PERSONS  WHO  RECEIVE  REFUNDS  IN  THIS  MANNER 
MAY  NOT  APPLY  FOR  ANOTHER  ELK  TAG  OR  ELK 
PERMIT  DRAWING  DURING  THE  CURRENT  HUNTING 
SEASON. 

Refunds  may  be  received  for  the  following  districts  only:  282, 
401,  410,  412,  421,  447,  472,  477,  510,  550,  590,  621,  622,  &  631.

Applications  for  special  deer  permits 
must  be  made  no  later  than  July  1  on  forms 
available  from  license  agents  and  fish  and 
game  offices. 

Special  deer  permits  authorize  holders  a 
choice  of  does  or  bucks  in  hunting  districts 
where  the  bag  limits  are  more  restrictive  for 
hunters  without  permits. 

SEASON  TYPE 

The  season  type  numbers  must  be  in¬ 
cluded  with  hunting  district  numbers  on 
applications  for  License  and  Permit 
Drawings. 

Season  type  numbers  are  for  computer 
use  during  drawings.  They  indicate  a  specific 
combination  of  hunting  dates  and  bag  limits.

Resident  juveniles  under  the  age  of  18  years  are  required  to  present  a  Montana  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  Competency  to  their  license  agent  before  applying  for  a  hunting  license. 

Nonresident  juveniles  under  18  are  required  to  show  proof  of  having  successfully 
completed  a  course  in  the  safe  handling  of  firearms  in  a  state  or  province  before  applying 
for  a  Montana  hunting  license.  The  course  must  have  been  completed  under  the  direction  of 
a  certified  instructor. 


RESIDENT  LICENSES 

In  order  to  apply  for  a  resident  Montana  hunting  or  fishing  license,  one  must  be  a 
resident  of  Montana  for  a  period  of  six  months  immediately  prior  to  making  application.  If 
you  are  in  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  you  are  a  resident  of  Montana,  here  are  two  important 
considerations:  (1)  Are  you  registered  to  vote  in  Montana?  (2)  Have  you  paid  Montana  state 
taxes  as  a  Montana  resident  for  six  months? 

Once  a  license  is  written,  fees  are  not  refundable  except  in  event  of  death  of  license 
holder.

BLACK  BEAR 

Except  for  closures,  all  hunting  districts  of  the  100  series  shall  be  open  to  the  hunting  of 
black  bear  from  April  1  through  June  30,  1977,  and  reopen  on  September  1  and  run  through 
November  27, 1977.  All  hunting  districts  of  the  200,  300,  400,  and  500  series  shall  be  open  to  the 
hunting  of  black  bear  April  1  through  November  27,  1977.  The  taking  of  cub  bear  and  female 
bear  with  cub  is  prohibited.  Cubs  are  defined  as  young  of  the  year.  The  tag  for  brown  or 
black  bear  must  be  attached  to  the  hide. 

Nonresident  spring  black  bear  licenses  will  be  valid  April  1  through  August  31,  1977, 
except  in  all  hunting  districts  of  the  100  series  where  they  will  be  valid  from  April  1  through 
June  30,  1977. 

The  Sun  River,  Beartooth,  and  Judith  Game  Ranges  shall  not  open  to  bear  hunting  until 
May  15,  1977. 

GRIZZLY  BEAR 

Hunting  districts  101  east  of  Highway  93,  110,  130,  131,  140,  415,  424,  441,  and  442  shall  be 
opep  to  hunting  grizzly  bear  October  23  through  November  27,  1977,  subject  to  closure  on  48 


hours'  notice.  The  season  shall  be  September  15  through  November  27,  1977,  in  hunting 
districts  150  and  280  unless  closed  sooner  on  48  hours'  notice.  There  shall  be  no  more  than 
twenty-five  (25)  grizzly  bear  killed  by  hunting  or  any  other  human  activity  in  the  ecosystem 
generally  referred  to  as  the  Bob  Marshall  ecosystem  area  during  the  1977  season.  At  such 
time  as  the  total  kill  by  human  activity  equals  twenty-five  (25)  the  season  for  grizzly  bear 
will  be  closed.  The  taking  of  cub  bear  and  female  bear  with  cub  is  prohibited.  Cubs  are 
defined  as  young  of  the  year.  The  season  will  be  closed  to  grizzly  hunting  in  areas  specified 
closed  to  bear  hunting.  Hunters  taking  grizzly  bears  must  retain  the  hide  and  head  from 
each  specimen,  even  though  the  head  may  have  been  damaged. 


GRIZZLY  TROPHY 

Hunters  taking  a  grizzly  bear  must  report  the  kill  within  48  hours  to  an  officer  of  the 
Department  of  Fish  and  Game  and  apply  for  a  trophy  license  within  ten  (10)  days. 

It  is  prohibited  for  any  person  to  remove  any  portion  of  a  grizzly  bear  from  the  state  of 
Montana  without  first  having  obtained  a  trophy  license. 


CLOSED  TO  ALL  BEAR  HUNTING 

All  bear  hunting  is  prohibited  in  certain  areas  of  this  state,  as  follows: 

1.  All  State  Game  Preserves. 

2.  That  portion  of  Gallatin  County  lying  within  the  following  described  boundary: 
Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  U.S.  Highway  191  and  the  Madison  River,  thence  south  on 
U.S.  191  to  Gibbon  Avenue  at  West  Yellowstone,  thence  east  on  Gibbon  Avenue  to  the 
Yellowstone  Park  Boundary,  thence  north  along  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  Boundary 
to  the  Madison  River,  thence  down  the  Madison  River  to  its  intersection  with  U.S.  Highway 
191,  the  point  of  beginning. 

3.  Gallatin  Closed  Area.  That  portion  of  Gallatin  County  lying  within  the  following 
described  boundary:  Beginning  at  Daly  Pass  on  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  Boundary, 
thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction  following  the  horse  trail  to  the  headwaters  of  the  South 
Fork  of  Buffalo  Horn  Creek,  thence  down  the  South  Fork  of  Buffalo  Horn  Creek  to  the  main 
Buffalo  Horn  Creek,  thence  down  the  main  Buffalo  Horn  Creek  to  the  West  Gallatin  River, 
thence  up  the  West  Gallatin  River  to  the  mouth  of  Sage  Creek,  thence  up  Sage  Creek  to  the 
confluence  of  Big  Sage  and  Little  Sage  Creeks,  thence  southerly  along  the  divide  between 
Big  and  Little  Sage  Creeks  to  Sage  Mountan,  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  along  the 
Madison-Gallatin  Divide  to  the  boundary  of  Yellowstone  National  Park,  thence  in  a  north 
and  easterly  direction  along  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  Boundary  to  Daly  Pass,  the 
point  of  beginning. 

4.  Boulder  River  Closure:  The  following  described  areas  on  the  main  Boulder  River, 
south  of  Big  Timber,  Montana,  are  closed  to  bear  hunting  July  1,  1977,  through  August  31, 
1977:  One-half  mile  either  side  of  main  Boulder  River  Road  and  one-half  mile  north  and  one- 
half  mile  south  of  the  Clydehurst  Christian  Ranch  located  in  Sections  25  and  26,  Township  4 
South,  Range  12  East,  Sweet  Grass  County. 

One-half  mile  either  side  of  main  Boulder  River  Road  and  one-half  mile  north  and  one- 
half  mile  south  of  the  Hell's  Canyon  Ranch  located  in  Section  23,  Township  5  South,  Range  12 
East,  Sweet  Grass  County. 

One-half  mile  either  side  of  main  Boulder  River  Road  and  one-half  mile  north  and  one- 
half  mile  south  of  the  Mimanogish  Camp  located  in  section  26,  Township  5  South,  Range  12 
East,  Sweet  Grass  County. 

One-half  mile  either  side  of  main  Boulder  River  Road  and  one-half  mile  north  and  one- 
half  mile  south  of  the  Lazy  Day  Ranch  located  in  Section  21,  Township  6  South,  Range  12 
East,  Park  County. 


All  hunting  districts  numbered  as  less  than  600  shall  be  open  to  hunting  mountain  lion 
December  1,  1977,  through  April  30,  1978.  Hunting  districts  150  and  280  shall  be  open  to 
mountain  lion  hunting  September  15,  1977,  through  November  27,  1977. 

Females  with  kittens  may  not  be  taken.  It  is  recommended  that  if  a  lactating  female  is 
killed,  she  be  backtracked  and  the  kittens  captured  and  turned  over  to  the  Department  of 
Fish  and  Game  within  48  hours.  Kittens  are  defined  as  young  of  the  year. 

Licenses  must  be  purchased  before  July  1,  1977. 

Evidence  of  sex  must  remain  intact  on  the  carcass  or  skin.  No  juveniles  (with  body 
spots)  shall  be  killed. 

Except  as  hereinafter  stated,  dogs  may  be  used  in  hunting  mountain  lion.  It  is  unlawful 
to  hold,  transport,  or  release  live  mountain  lion  for  the  purpose  of  hunting  or  dog  training 
except  by  special  permit  from  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game. 

The  skin  and  skull  of  all  mountain  lions  which  are  taken  shall  be  presented  to  an  officer 
of  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  within  10  days  after  the  killing  thereof  for  the  purpose 
of  inspection,  tagging,  and  recording  of  kill: 

1.  Metal  tag  must  thereafter  remain  attached  to  the  hide  until  tanned. 

2.  Metal  tag  must  thereafter  remain  attached  to  the  skull  for  at  least  one  year. 

3.  Skull  will  be  retained  by  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  for  processing  and 
examination  and  then  returned  to  the  owner.  It  is  unlawful  for  anyone  to  possess,  ship,  or 
transport  any  mountain  lion,  or  part  thereof,  unless  they  have  been  tagged  as  prescribed 
above. 

Closed  To  All  Mountain  Lion  Hunting:  The  Sun  River,  Beartooth,  and  Judith  River  and 
Blackfoot-Clearwater  (hunting  district  282)  Game  Ranges. 


Wolverine  taken  aljve  must  be  reported  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  date  of  capture.  The 
live  wolverine  must  be  kept  at  a  reported  location  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  during 
which  time  the  wolverine  shall  be  available  for  inspection  and  measurement,  and  such  other 
data  gathering  as  is  necessary  by  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  personnel. 

Killed  wolverine  must  be  reported  within  30  days,  the  hide  presented  for  tagging,  and 
the  carcass  given  to  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game. 

Some  districts  may  be  closed  to  the  taking  of  all  wolverine  (check  with  the  local  Fish 
and  Game  office) 


With  the  exceptions  noted,  all  legally  described  deer  hunting  districts  shall  be  open  to 
archery  hunting  for  mule  or  white-tailed  deer  of  either  sex  from  September  10  through 
October  16,  1977.  Only  long  bows  and  arrows  may  be  used.  EXCEPTIONS:  There  will  be  no 
Special  Archery  Season  in  Deer  Hunting  District  316.  EXCEPTION  No.  2:  The  Jefferson 
River  closed  area  shall  be  open  to  archery  hunting  only.  During  the  special  archery  season 
and  during  the  regular  hunting  season,  archers  may  take  antlered  whitetailed  deer  only. 
See  description  of  closure  on  "Legal  Descriptions",  Dist.  311. 

During  special  archery  seasons  each  hunter  must  possess  a  special  archery  stamp  in 
addition  to  a  game  license  for  the  species  being  hunted.  An  archery  stamp  is  not  required 
during  regular  hunting  periods. 


$5.00  Nongame  Certificate 

Sportsmen's  dollars,  license  fees  and  excise  taxes 
on  firearms  and  ammunition  have  provided  millions 
of  dollars  for  management  of  game  species.  Though 
nongame  species  have  also  benefited,  they  have  been 
largely  ignored. 

Through  purchase  of  a  nongame  certificate,  non¬ 
hunters  as  well  as  hunters  may  support  the  new, 
nongame  species  program.  The  certificate  does  not 
carry  any  hunting  or  fishing  privileges. 

A  comprehensive  habitat  survey  will  be  among  the 
first  activities  under  the  program.  This  will  help  point 
out  management  needs.
